Crowded Churches 

I visited many churches and stay- 
bed for seryice in some of them. 
They were always crowded, and 
there was a notable increase in the 
Cnroporion of men and women; more 
j devotion was shown, the ritual was 
more closely observed, and_ the 
Chelom bit (pressing the forehead 
to the ground) more frequent than 
in 1916. On the other hand, outside 
one of these churches I heard a 
group of hoylens adolescent singing 
for the benefit of those who haa 
been to service, a ribald, blasphem- 
mous song. 

Once I saw a peasant buy one of 
the large photographs of Lenin which 
are on Sale at most street corners; 
before buying he stood still before 
the picture and revently made the 
sign of the Cross.

He has sampled almost every kind 
of human experience, and he has 
known most of the remarkable men 
of his time. At the present period in 
life the thing that gives him most 
pleasure is the study of the occult, 
and it is with pride that he says 
that he has already travelled more 
than 50,000 miles and has addreSsed 
300,000 people on this subject. 

Whatever he may himself think, he 
will go down to posterity as the in- 
ventot of “Sherlock Holmes,” which 
presents that particular facet of his 
mind which appeals to the popular 
imagination all round. 

The Doyles were notable people. 
John Doyle, who was, none other 
than the famous “H. B..” the carica- 
turist” was Conan Doyle’s gyand- 
father. He drew with his pencil 
gentlemen for gentlemen and — his 
satire lay in the wit of the picture 
and not in the misdrawing of faces.
